Daily Racing Form will hereafter give fig- 
ures on the horses in each field at each track in 
addition to “form.” The figures, after the 
horses in entries, will show the estimate of 
•office calculation. The “form” will be that of 
mere opinion about the fields, as it always has 
been. The new system was tried in Tuesday’s 
paper. It worked sluggishly. That was natural. 
But it is genuine and systematic; will improve 
as it goes along and is worth future following. 
Form players are advised to let tho figures run 
about ten days and then try them. The idea is 
that of frankness and simplicity. Its object is 
that of giving the public the result of the office 
work as to the application of the past running 
of the horses to the sharp future— the races of 
the day of publication.

NOT IN LOVE AVITH BURNS. 



A lot of silly rot is going the rounds about 
what a fierce contest there is going to be on the 
American turf this season between Tod Sloan 
and Tommie Burns for the lightweight suprem- 
acy. According to advices from New Orleans, 
Burns’ admirers are confident he can hold his 
own with Sloan, and point to his wonderful 
record at the Crescent City track this winter in 
justification for holding him in such high esti- 
mation. However, they overlook the very im- 
portant fact that with the exception of Burns 
and Scherrer, the jockeys at New Orleans this 
season amounted to nothing. It’s easy enough 
for Master Burns to ride rings around a lot of 
cooks, but when he runs up against the star rid- 
ers of the big tracks it will be entirely different. 
Master Burns has never ridden in the east, 
where the first class riders hold forth. When 
he goes out there its dollars to doughnuts they 
make him look like a dunce. The idea of com- 
paring him with a finished rider like Sloan, who 
has taken two continents by storm, is simply 
ridiculous. Tod has propably forgotten more 
about the science of the game than Burns will 
ever know, if he lives to be a century plant. 
Sloan is a natural-born artist in the saddle, and 
seems to have been fitted by nature for riding. 
He never has any trouble keeping down to 
weight and is always in shape to ride as low as 
95 pounds. Burns is, of course, a good rider, 
but his admirers should not overestimate his 
capabilities. Before attempting to class him 
with a boy of Sloan’s caliber they should wait 
and see what sort of showing he makes when he 
goes east and stacks up against Taral, Doggett, 
Skeets and Willie Martin, Simms, Clayton and 
the rest of the first class riders. These are the 
kind of riders Sloan has been putting it over 
for the past two years. The will come pretty 
near making Master Tommie wish he had stuck 
to the western game.— St. Louis Republic.
